Rome, March %—A meeting of 


100,000 Italian workmen who started 
a great strike todafr, was held on the 
Piazza 
del Popolo this morning. 


Fiery speeches were delivered from 
several platforms, but there was no 
disorder. The meeting merely pass- 
ed a resolution demanding that the 
public hospitals be reorganized for 
the benefit of the working classes. 


The ostensible reason of the strike 


was to protest against changes re- 
cently introduced in the hospitals 
The authorities, however, believe the 
movement to be the outgrowth of a 
desire of the leaders of the workmen 
to test the strength of their organiza- 
tions. The entire garrison and police 
force were kept to teadiness. Besides 
these 15,000 men, several regiments 
were brought in from the provinces. 


Every strategical point in the city 


was occupied wflft 'soldiers, and 
squadrons of cavalry patrolled the 
main thoroughfares. 


Much inconvenience was caused to 


numerous tourists owing to the lack 
of public conveyances. Several par- 
ties hired private carriages and auto- 
mobiles to proceed to the Vatican for 
an audience with the 
pope.

Last night's statement that rangers 


recovered the body was based upon 
the following telegram from Ranger 
J. J. Sanders: 


"I proceeded to Hidalgo, Mexico, 


obtained Jbody of Vergara. Have 
it 
here.'' 


The telegram was dated Laredo, but 


the word "here" it referred to, was 
the point above Laredo on the Rio 
Grande where1 
Vergara 
made his 


home. State officials accepted the 
telegram as meaning that 
Sander 


actually entered Mexico. 


Governor Colquitt wired Sanders fo. 


details early today and after talking 
to the ranger captain over the long 
distance telephone, gave out the fol 
lowing statement: 


"Captain Sanders, commanding Co 


B, of the Texas Rangers at Laredo 
advised me by telegraph that he had 
recovered the body of 
Vergara. 


wired him for full particulars. He 
advises me that he did not go into 
Mexico at all, but was informed that 
the body of Vergara would be deliv- 
ered on the Texas side of the river at 
a particular place, named at 3:30 
o'clock Sunday morning, where he 
found it. As to who brought it across 
the river he does not know. He had 
no assistance in this transaction ex- 
cept from the family and relatives of

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Laredo, Texas, March 9. — A shovel 


sticking in the soft earth of the open 
grate and around the handle of the 
implement a card with the word 
"recuerdos" (remembrance) was the 
single trace today of the mysterious 
night visit of a party of unidentified 
men to the Hidalgo, Mex., cemetery, 
who disinterred the body of Clemente 
Vergara and returned it to Texas for 
burial by his family. 


Vergara's body secretly was placed 


at a lonely spot on the Rio Grande, 
forty-five miles above Laredo, in the 
early dawtf'on Sunday morning to be 
found by a United States official, a 
state officer and a county deputy 
sheriff, but who was responsible for 
its removel from Mexico was a ques- 
tion still unanswered. The body was 
here today awaiting an examination 
which state authorities hope may dis- 
close something to aid them in plac- 
ing blame for the ranchman's violent 
death after he was taken prisoner 
by Mexican federals. 


A superficial examination of the 


body disclosed two gunshot wounds 
in the head, one in the neck, a blow 
as if from a rifle butt which crushed 
the skull and the 
mutilated 
left 


hand, twisted and charred by fire, 
suggested that torture had been in- 
flicted before Vergara was executed.

Washington. March 9.—[Special.] —

storm." which happens some time In 
September, there is also flerce vveuther 
when "March couies in like a Hon."

about changing the Inaugural date. 


It so happened on March 4 a year 


ago tbut the weather was comparative- 
ly mild and quite comfortable for the 
big parade and the show that accom- 
panied the inauguration. 
Even the 


day before, when the women had their 
celebrated parade, it was comfortable, 
and it certainly had to be quite mild 
on account of the classic performance 
that was given on the plaza of the 
treasury, in which many women ap 
peared in diaphanous costumes. 


This year the early^ part of March 


was a truly "raging lion" in the mat- 
ter of weather, and the people bin e 
determined that the inauguration date 
must be changed forthwith. Of course 
it requires a constitutional amendment 
but. since the last two amendment-, 
were adopted, the people believe it i- 
not so difficult to secure such amend 
rnents to the constitution. 


Topic of Talk. 


Always the constitution is> a topic of 


talk in the senate, .lust as sure as any 
kind of debate develops into ques- 
tions on the constitution, then all "f 
the constitutional lawyers rise up and 
have their say. Anybody who want-. 
to get bills or resolutions through the 
senate should try to avoid all const! 
tutional questions, for unlimited debate- 
follows anything of that kind. An- 
other topic that arouses a great deal of 
interest is "the race question, coupled 
with denial of the right of the negroqp 
to vote in the southern states 
Any 


senator who wants to "start some 
thing" will toss in a little suggestion 
about the rights of negroes to vote in 
tbe south, and he gets results. 


An Interesting Witness. 


Usually a former president of the 


United States makes an interesting 
witness before a committee of con- 
gress. Former President Taft was no 
exception to that rule. Mr. Taft told 
some 
interesting 
things, 
however, 


which showed a different point of 
view than he is supposed to have held. 
For instance, he thought the terms of 
federal judges might be for fixed pe- 
riods instead of for life and also point- 
ed out tbe evils which grow up around 
oonrts in the -way of employees, such 
as clerks and other officers, as well as 
the evil which occurs in the appoint- 
ment of receivers of properties.

LIGHT PLANT 


INSTALLED AT 
WATER STATION 


Failure of the gas supply has made 


it necessary for the city to install an 
electric generator and lighting sys- 
tem at the waterworks pumping sta- 
tion and work is now progressing on 
this job. Service Director Christian, 
purchased a generator operated by a 
miniature steam turbine and this will 
be connected with the boilers 
in 


the pumping station. 
Though very 


small the machine wiil generate 
enough electricity to properly light 
the entire plant. There will be no 
additional expense of operation after 
the cost of installation.. 


The water plant has been depend- 


ing on gas from the Everett system 
for lights and during the recent cold 
spell the pressure was such that the 
lights were unsatisfactory. 
The com- 


pany asked the city to abandon the 
gas as it was impossible to furnish 
an adequate supply from its present 
wells.

IN BARN AFTER A 


COLLEGE BLAZE 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Columbus, March 9.—Preparations 


were made today to hear a number 
of classes In English of Ohio Statte 
university in barns of the institution 
which are located on the campus, as 
a result of a fire last night which de- 
stroyed the English building at 
a 


loss of $12,000. 


Officials today are conducting an 


investigation with a view to deter- 
mining the cause of the fire which is 
thought to have been due to an over- 
heated radiator. 


Some of the English classes also 


will use the athletic house, the ob- 
servatory and the new library build- 
ing for recitation purposes until oth- 
er arrangements can be made. 


Chief Engineer 
McCracken and 


other university officials are unde- 
cided as to the real cause of the 'fire. 
There is no furnace under the build- 
ing, whicb has a concrete floor; 
there is no radiator within fifteen 
feet of the front hall, where the con- 
flagration started: there is no gas 
piped into the building and all the 
electric wiring is safely encased in 
conduits. This explodes the radiator 
theory, 'varsity officials believe. Al- 
though the executive board has not 
given any opinion and the state fire 
marshal has not yet investigated the 
fire, there are many who regard the 
blaze as incendiary in its origin. The 
spontaneous .combustion theory also 
was advanced by some.

and we are glud to »upi>o»e tbat the 
Heavenly Father laid not the K!II of auch 
presumption to our charge, but rather, 
sympathetically appreciated our Inter- 
est in the heathen, although He uiuxt 
have deprecated our lack of reverence, 
our headlness, our hlghminded a»- 
sumption of more than infinite wis- 
dom! 


We are not saying a word against 


missions—home or foreign. 
Quite to 


tieemer, assuring Him of His exalta- by their rejection of, The Christ of 
tlon to the Kingdom, and declaring 
tbat with this will come the inherit- 
ance of all the earth, with power to 
subject all things to the Father's will. 
He was to have It for the mere request 
—"Ask of Me." As a matter of fact, 
this world-wide dominion has not yet 
come to Messiah; the heathen are not 
yet His inheritance; the uttermost 
parts of the earth are not yet His nos- 
Beseion. Indeed, as the Prophet de- 
clares, "Darkness covers the earth, and 
gross darkness the heathen.' 


When we remember our Redeemer's 


love for the- race, the love -which led 
Him to lay down His life to seek and 
to recover that which was lost, we 
are at first inclined to amazement thai 
He has not yet asked the Father for 
His Inheritance of the heathen. We 
are astonished that He has permitted 
the Prince of darkness and the reign 
of Sin and Death to exist for more than 
eighteen centuries since He suffered, 
"the .Tost for the unjust, that He might 
bring us to God." But perplexity in 
the matter might well be answered 
by onr Lord's reply to the Sadducees: 
**Ye do err, not knowing the Scrip- 
tures, nor the power of God." As we 
come to understand the Scriptures 
more fully, and to appreciate how the 
power of God will be exercised in 
bringing the heathen under the domi- 
nation of the Redeemer, the eyes of 
our understanding open, and we are 
enabled to rejoice accordingly. 


Why Did He Not Ask? 


Onr Lord did not ask for His great 


'ixrtrer to reign at an earlier date be- 
cause He knew the Father's Plan, and 
•was well contented with the Divine 
times and seasons. He had no wish 
for a change in this. He did not ask 
to'receive the heathen for an inheri- 
tance at the beginning of the Gosoel 


God when, during the Millennium, He 


the contrary, we believe tbat every 
Christian should labor with heart mid 
hand to do ail in his power to glorify 
the Father and the Redeemer, and to 
enlighten his fellow-men respecting the 
Cross of Christ, and the blessings 
which it secures. But while willingly, 
gladly serving the Divine Cause, "in-

hood of the sacrificing qualities and the 
graces of the Holy Spirit—meekness, 
gentleness, patience, faith, long-suf- 
fering, brotherly kindness, love. 


"Work«r» Tojjethtr With God." 


Let us be sure, dear friends, that any 


theory of ours respecting the heathen, 
or any other feature of the Divine 
Program, which in any degree implies 
superior wisdom, superior energy or 
superior love on our part, as compared 
with that of our Heavenly Father and 
our Redeemer, must be wrong. The 
sooner we learn to pray from the 
heart, "Thy will be done," the better 
it will be for us, the more shall we be 
able to get into harmony with our 
Lord, and the more shall we be used 
as His ambassadors and representa- 
tives. The wisdom of man is foolish- 
ness with God, and the Wisdom of 
God is foolishness with man. Hence 
we must not take the human stand- 
point in investigating or reasoning 
upon the Divine purposes and Pro- 
gram. Rather, we must go direct to 
the Word of God, that we may be 
taught of God, that we may discern 
the beauty, the harmony, of His plans. 
shall be made fully known to them.

But those who demonstrate their un- 
willingness to come into heart- sympa- 
thy with righteousness will be utter- 
ly destroyed from amongst the people. 
—Acts 3:23; 2 Peter 2:12. 


Th» More Excellent Way. 


So. then, our Lord's reason for not 


asking sooner for the heathen as His 
inheritance and the remotest parts of 
the earth as His possession, was that 
He knew the Father's Plan to be a 
different one, the more excellent way; 
and He delighted to do the Father's 
will. And so with all the followers of 
Christ As soon as they ascertain the 
Father's glorious Plan of Salvation, 
they find it to be soul-satisfying, and 
greatly prefer it to any plan of their 
own. Undeveloped Christians, whom 
the Apostle designates "babes" in 
Christ, are the ones who are continual- 
ly praying to the Heavenly Father for 
a change of the Divine Program, im- 
agining that their wisdom and their 
love in respect to the heathen are su- 
perior to those of the Infinite Creator.

while characterizing conditions in the 
strike as "most deplorable," makes 
no recommendations, the committee 
explaining that the resolution au- 
thorizing the investigation conferred 
upon it no power to recommend leg- 
islation. 


The report was a general review 


and summary of the various reports 
of conditions in the Paint Creek and 
Cabin Creek fields, prepared by the 
individual members of the sub-com- 
mittee who took charge of various 
phases of the investigation. In sum- 
ming up the conclusion of the com- 
mittee, Senator Swanson said 
in 


part: 


"The conditions existing in 
this 


district for many months were almost 
deplorable. 
There was much vio- 


lence and some murders. Pitched bat- 
tles were fought by the contending 
parties. Law and order disappeared 
and life was insecure for both sides. 
Operation and business practically 
ceased. 


"As these unhappy conditions no 


longer exist, as the differences be- 
tween the contending parties 
have 


been amicably adjusted, and 
an 


agreement entered for several years, 
and as peace and confidence now pre- 
vail, work and business having been 
resumed, the committee does not con- 
sider it wise or necessary to elab- 
orate upon the many causes which 
produced these deplorable conditions. 


"The failure of the operators in 


the Paint Creek district to 
renew 


their expiring contract with 
the 


United Mine Workers, the determi- 
nation, of the coal operators under 
no circumstances to recognize the 
miners as an organization or union, 
and the equal determination of the 
miners to organize and form a union, 
a right as they claim, guaranteed to 
them without discrimination by the 
laws of West Virginia, the employ- 
ment by the operators of mine 
guards, many of whom were aggres- 
sive and arbitrary, 
discontentment 


among the miners occasioned by no 
opportunity to purchase homes, no 
cemeteries except upon the com- 
pany's grounds, and postoffices locat- 
ed in the company's stores. 


'•The committee makes no recom- 


mendations of remedial legislation as' 
it was not authorized to do so under 
the senate resolution but was limited 
in its powers to the investigation and 
ascertainment of designated facts."

buildings and for a time threatened 
to cause a general conflagration in 
the heart of the retail district. 
To 


prevent this, all the fire fighting ap- 
paratus of the city was brought 
to 


i.he scene. 


Robert C. Magill manager of the 


club, and his wife were roused by the 
smoke. They discovered the fire in 
the dining room on the third floor 
and before seeking their own safety 
rushed up and down the halls, knock- 
ing on doors and awakening guests. 
Both were badly burned about 
the 


face, hands and feet. 


The telephone operator, a young 


boy. 
remained at his post on the 


ground floor, even after the firemen 
began injuring water into the build- 
ing.

men stood on the roof of the seed 
store they saw about 20 men at the 
windows of the sixth and seventh 
loor of 
the 
athletic 
club. One 


umped from the seed store roof 
and broke his leg. Gaylord and 
others went to the edge of the roof 
and shouted for help. 


Firemen raisea a ladder through 


i trap door but when the men on 
he roof drew up the ladder and 
iought to rescue those at the win- 
lows above, the ladder proved too 
short. 
Another ladder was sent up 


and the Gaylord 
party descended 


without awaiting to see whether the 
men on the upper floors were saved. 
They think however, that all who

Stories of the fire were told at

Gaylord said he was asleep on the
